MARY ERUGER CRIMINALLY ‘AS- 
SAULTED BY TWO NEGROES. 


SHE IS BUT SIXTEEN YEARS OLD. 


They Caught Her on a Lonesome 
Stretch of Road and Submitted Her 
to rrible Indignities. 


Miss Mary Kruger, the 16-year-old daugh- 
ter of the sexton of St. John’s Cemetery, 
on the St. Cyr road, in 6t. Louis County, 
was criminally assaulted Thursday afiter- 
noon by two negroes, near Baden. 

The crime was committed not far from 
her house, one of the megroes dragging her 
into the woods off the road. 

The girl is now at her home in a pitiable 
condition. The two negroes are at iarge. 
They are supposed to be the same fellows 
who held up 'Wélliam Segar on the Colum- 
bia Bottom road several hours later and 
fatally shot him. 

News of the terrible crime is spreading 
rapidly through St. Louis County and posses 
are being formed to hunt down the brutes. 
There will be danger of a lynching if they 
ere caught. 

St. John’s Cemetery is somes little dis- 
tance beyond Baden. August Kruger lives 
in a little house right near it. 

Thursday afternoon his daughter Mary 
6tarted for Baden to make some Christmas 
purchases. She reached the suburb in 

‘ gafety and started home about 4 o'clock. 

She had reached a lonely spot on the 
road not far from the cemetery, when she 
met @ negro. The fellow seized her when 
he cate abreast of her, and, drawing a re- 
volver, threatened to kill her if she raised 
an outcry. 

The girl was frightened into silence. So 
deserted is the road at this point that it is 
doubtful if anyone would have heard her 
even had she screamed. — 

The negro dragged her down the road a 
litle way despite her struggles and then 
pulled her into a clump of bushes by the 
roadside. Here there was another negro, 
eles armeé.... _....- ee ie 

The two men repeatedly assaulted her, 
treating her in a most outrageous manner. 
She fainted again and again under their 
fiendish tortures. 

Heving searched her and taken what little 
money #he had from her, they set ‘her free, 
threatening that ff she told her father they 
would come back and kill her if they died 
for *% Then they ran off into the woods. 

The unfortunate girl made her way, pain- 
fully, to her father’s house and told her 
story. Word was sent to the authorities in 
the county telling of the crime and prepa- 
rations were immediately made to appre- 
hend the negroes. 

Chief of Police Harrigan received a tele- 
phone message Friday morning, asking that 
he assist in the hunt. 

The girl gives a good description of the 
negroes. It tallies closely with that given 
by Segar, and as the two crimes were | 
committed in the eame neighborhood, the 
conclusion is reasonable that the same men 
are guilty. 

One negro is said to be 25 and the other 
35 years old.

PROPERTY DESTROYED TO THE 
AMOUNT OF $150,000. 


THE POLYCLINIC SCORCHED. 


Some Exciting Scenes While the Crip- 
pled People and Babies Were 
Being Rescued. 


NDBW YORK, Dec. 25.—Fire which started 
on the second floor of the seven-story bu‘id- 
ing, 211-219 East Thirty-third street, to-day, 
did $150,000 damage. 

The fire started near the air-shaft and 
spread with such rapidity that before the 
first engine arrived almost the entire build- 
ing was in flames. Four alarms were sent 
out in quick succession, but the large force 
of firemen. who responded were powerless 
to stay the progress of the fire in *he 
building in which it originated. The flames 
burst from the rear windows of the fac- 
tory and licked the walls of the New York 
Polyclinic, on Thirty-fourth street, ad- 


joining the burning struc‘twre. 

In the Polyclinic there were from fifty to 
sixty patients, some of whom had recently 
been operated on, and others who were 
awaiting the surgeon’s knife. Among the 
latter were thirteen babies. The patients 
were hastily wrapped in blankets and borne 
to the Delaware Hotel near by. Great ex- 
citement prevailed among the helpless sick 
people, but the police and firemen worked 
hard and all the occupants of the hospital 
were go? out in safety. 

The west side of the building, being on 
Thirty-third street, fell with a crash, about 
twenty minutes after the fire was discov- 
ered, crushing in the adjoining building, 
No. 209, occupied as an apartment house. 
The people in the house received timely 
warning and rushed out of their homes, 
carrying with them such personal property 
as they had time to gather up in” their 
flight. The apartment house was almost 
completely destroyed by fire, together with 
No. 207, a five-story tenement adjoining. 

On the other side of the burning factory 
stood a tenement house, No. 221 East Thir- 
ty-third street. The people in this house 
were also drivén out by the flames, and 
the building was badly damaged by fire and 
water. The floor on which the fire started 
was occupied by Adolph Tinner as a snuff 
factory, the remainder of the building be- 
ing used by B. F. Kaldenburg as a meer- 
schaum pipe factory. The factory build- 
ing was almost totally destroyed.

DR. HEBER ROBARTS’ THEORY. 


He Sums Up the Result of His Experi- 
ments on More Than Two 
Hundred Blind Persons. 


Dr. Heber Roharts, the physician who has 
been making X-ray experiments of all kinds, 
but of late especially with the blind, is 
watching with great interest the effect of 
the ray upon an entirely d‘fferent trouble. 

The principle involved is whether or no* 
this new force is capable of destroying 
germs of disease in the human body. It 
has been advanced by some scientists that 
such is the case. A Chicago college pro- 
fessor loudly heralded the possibility of 
annihilating the bacillus of consumption. 
He demonstrated beyond question “hat it 


really did kill the Httle creatures when they 
were confined in culture tubes. 

There is no reason to believe that the 
Same results would not follow with germs 
= spe human body and in fac? it is being 80 


The theory of the Chicago man is that the 
destruction of germ life is caused by the 

eneration of ozone in the body by the X-ray 
just as it is generated in the atmosphere. 
When the curren? is turned on the atmos- 
phere becomes highly charged with this 
gas. Dr. Robarts does not believe, however, 
that ozone is responsible for whatever de- 
struction of germ life may. follow the ‘n- 
duction of the ray into the human body. He 
believes that it comes from an entirely dif- 
ferent cause. 

According to this theory, the X-tay is 
merely a new form of motion with infin- 
itely small waves. These waves are 80 
small that they enter solid substances and 
gEirike each of the little germs, causing their 
destruction. 

Among Dr. Robarts’ patients is J. H. 
Smith of 3015 Lacléde avenue. He is a 
man 65 years old. Nearly two years ago he 
felt a soreness growing in his stomach. His 
abdomen began to swell. He lost flesh at 
guar a@ rate that he became a living skele- 
on. 

The trouble had been pronounced cancer- 
ous by a number of physicians and an op- 
eration advised. Smith declined to have 
this undertaken. He preferred to die. Be- 
ing a strong silver man, his only fear was 
that he would not lve to cast his ballot 
for Bryan, but he did live and did vote, and 
he attributes it all to the X-ray. 

Smith had read eomething of the X-ray 
and he determined to have Dr. Robarts 
find out whet was the matter with him. 
The ray disclosed an abscess in the abdo- 
men, instead of a cancer, and Smith went 
to bed feeling better.

He has gained five 
pounds of fiesh The knife has not been 
resorted to, nor have any medicines been 
used. The X-ray, however, has been syste- 
matically applied. 

Dr. Robarts will not say that this change 
is due tothe X-ray. He admits that he does 
not know, but he feels that it furnishes the 
basis for further work along this line, and 
opens still wider tthe field of possibilities at- 
tainable with the new power. It should be 
remembered, course, that the abscess is 
caused by germs.

Those be- 
longing to class B, who are totally blind, 
who cannot detect the most brilliant elec- 
trie light held at any distance from the 
face, reveal the most surprising results. 

“At the first seance they notice light and 
ery out ‘I see! I see!’ They rec ize 
shadows and can tell the direction of the 
moving object. At the fourth treatment 
they recognize their shadows two inches 
square at twelve inches from the face. 

‘These tests were made with leaden let- 
ters fastened to boards an inch thick. The 
time of exposure to the X rays ranged from 
one to ten minutes. 

“That certain cases can be educated for 
fluoroscopic reading is demonstrated beyond 
successful contradiction. That they have 
improved for street seeing I am assured, 
but to what degree for useful purpose it is 
too early to say. Theat some can be re- 
tored to sight, I have an abiding faith. 

“In no instance have I encouraged the 
blind to take treatment where there 
was a money consideration, and in no case 
have I acccepted a dollar for treating the 
blind. 

“Regardless of others’ views, I do know 
that a wave of light for the blHnd has 
crossed their path. Every twinkle, howso- 
ever caught, must be given to the world. 
Every fact which can excite thought: and 
genius in this line must be ‘heralded. Let 
no vision of hope with a practical test be 
lost. After a while the augmented knowl- 
edge may illume the fondest hope of the 
blind.” 
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A Dismissed Patrolman Charges Capt. 
Boyd With Putting Up a Job 
On Him. 


Thomas Quinlan, who was dismissed from 
the police force on Nov. 10, and has since 
tried in vain to be reinstated, thinks that 
he is the victim of the prejudice of Capt. 
Boyd and the patrolmen of the First Dis- 
trict. 

Quinlan joined the force in April, 1889, and 
was orf duty as a special officer in the First 
District while Capt. Pickel was in com- 
mand. He says Capt. Pickel ordered him 
to shadow the house of a woman who was 
supposed to be harboring thieves. He did 


so and caught the woman’s eon in the act 
of stealing brass goods, and convicted him. 
He also arrested the man who brought the 
brass goods for mot paying a vehicle li- 
cense, 

The ex-policeman says he did not say a 
word to the woman from Jan. 7 to July 2, 
when he arrested her second son for disturb- 
ing the peace. On the latter occasion he 
exchanged no words with her, but only tried 
to catch her for the offense of which he 
accused her son. 

A week prior to the election the woman 
charged Quinlan with having insulted her, 
but he says he had a dozen witnesses before 
the Police Board to refute the accusation, 
and she remained at home on the plea of 
sickness. While the charge was pending, 
Quinlan says he asked the woman’s daugh- 
ter why the charge had been preferred, and 
the daughter answered that Capt. Boyd had 
made her mother do ‘it. 

Quinlan’s next disagreeable a, vig 
was on Nov. 3, election day. e ar- 
rested Hank Marquette on the charge of 
intimidating voters. He was bailed out each 
time and Quinlan says that the second oc- 
casion, after John A. Lyons had talked to 
Capt. Boyd, the latter ordered Marquette 
released, and suspended the policeman for 
drunkenness. Quinlan says that when 
Boyd took his star from him he immediate- 
ly went to Dr. Martin at Elwood street and 

roadway and had him attest to his so- 
briety. 

The trial came off Noy. 10 and Quinlan 
was surprised to see the woman whose sons 
he thhad arrested appear against him. He 
did not know that her accusation was to be 
called up and he had summoned only Dr. 
Martin ‘to testify to his sobriety on election 


y. 

Quinlan could only offset the woman’s 
testimony by his own statement as he had 
not summoned the witnesses whom he had 

resent at the first call of the insult charge.

Christmas Day always comes four 
days after the shortest day in the North- 
ern Hemisphere and the longest in the 
Southern. Four days ago the earth 
reached a point in its pathway round 
the sun, where it may be said to have 
turned the cornér and started in a new 
direction. While it is true that there is 
neither up nor down in the vast abysses 
of space, yet as far as we of the North- 
ern Hemisphere are concerned it may be 
truly said that the earth, having reached 
its highest point above the level of the

SEEMS IN THE WRONG CAMP. 


Elected as a Republican, but Denounces 
Trusts, Corporations and Ex- 
travagance Same as Ever. 


Governor-elect Pingree of Michigan is an 
estray in the Republican camp. He was 
elected Governor by the party, but he 
stands on his old platform. He is opposed 
to trusts and corporations and will do bDat- 
tle on traditiona] lines with the money 
power. He went to Chicago the other day 
and the Times-Herald ran across him. Fol- 
lowing its the result, as printed in that pa- 
per: 

Governor-elect and Mayor Pingree, who 
blames all the national, civic and personal 
woes to the ravages of trusts and corpora- 
tons, had a long chat with Prof. Bemis at 
the Auditorium yesterday. Prof. Bemis 
haites trusts of all kinds as heartily as Pin- 
gree does. Pingree has a Labor Comm's- 
sioner to appoint for Michigan. 

It ts known that Pingree thinks a good 


man is a good man in any State, and the 
fact that Prof. Bemis is a res.dent of J)in- 
ois would probably be a fact in favor of the 
appointment of the professor. Pingree likes 
to do the unusual thing. He has said “hat 
a city ought to hire its Mayor just as a 
corporation hires its myanager. If the Mayor 
of Pecatonica is a good Mayor, and Chi- 
cago wants a good Mayor, Pingree says 
there is no reason why the. city should not 
go into the open market, and bid for the 
services of the Mayor of Pecatonica. 

The same principle applies to a labor com- 
missioner. All Michigan knows how its 
Governor-elect feels on this matter, and in 
consequence it is told all over the State 
that Professor Bemis will go into the cabi- 
net of Pingree. 

Pingree is firm in his hatred of official 
“flapdoodile’’ at inaugurations. He says it is 
not fit with men going without food that any 
State should spend a lot of money for 
“frills.” He suggests the same money be 
spent for pork and potatoes, and the willing 
Dut starving unemployed be fed. He insists 
the ceremony shall not cost Michigan 1 cent 
and he will pay the notary public for ad- 
ministrating the oath out of his own pocket. 

Pingree estimates that it will cost about 
50 cents to inaugurate him. He had hoped 
vo see Mr. Tanner, and tell the Governor of 
lllinois that it was an outrage to make a 
string of committees as long as a yard, who 
will want their expenses, and will proceed 
to spend money for “tomfoolery’’—money, 
which the taxpayers have saved only by the 
most rigid economy.

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NAVAL BATTLE 


The Three Friends Whips a Coaster 
and a Gunboat and Lands 
Her Supplies. 


KEY WEST, Fia., Dec. 25.—The steamer 
Three Friends, Capt. Lew's, has arrived 
here. The captain says the vessel is from 
Jacksonville, and *hat she has been on a 
wrecking voyage along the reefs. She was 
taken into custody by the Collector of Cus- 
toms immediately, but a thorough search 
failed to show that she had on board any 
munitions of war. 

The Cubans here say that the Three 
Friends was to land near Jucaro, on *he 


southern coast of Puerto Principe Province, 
and not near Jucaro, on the northern coast 
of Havana Province. The Cubans are re- 
joicing-over the news that the voyage wags 
successful. 
two tons of dynamite and enough arms and 
ammunition to last the army of Gen. Go- 
mez a considerable length of time. 

The a account of the filibuster- 
ing steamer’s fight with a Spanish naval

“As Cuba was neared about midnight last 
Saturday, a two-pound shell tore through 
our rigging and five minutes later the naval 
duel was in progress. 

“While the filibuster was within 400 yards 
of the shore, the engineer discovered a 
moving object in the darkness under the 
lee, and informed Capt. Lewis that he saw 
a coaster. Without further ado the fili- 
buster turned swiftly to starboard and 
pointed for the open sea. Few persons 
aboard had seen the Span‘ards. Capt. 
O’Brien, after allowing this ship to steam 
300 or 400 yards, hove to, then backed to- 
ward the mouth of the San Juan. In a min- 
ute more the black shape of a 40-foot coast- 
er was seen darting out in our direction. 
Away steamed the filibuster, and behind, 
emerging from the shadow along the shore, 
came the coaster. 


“For a few minutes the exciting race con- 
tinued, and then came a flash of light from 
the Spaniard. A second later came the 
crack of a 2-pounder, and then there was 
the hiss of a shell a few rods to the star- 
board. Word was passed on the filibuster 
that all must fight. A few men broke open 
the rifle boxes. Sharpshooter Gorman gath- 
ered his riflemen along the. stern rail upon 
the upper deck, Maj. Morales was in 
charge. 

“Again came a flash from the coaster, and 
another solid shot splashed in the water, 
several rods nearer the vessel. Pursued 
and pursuer were each under full steam, 
and smoke was pouring from their funnels. 
ey were now about 800 yards apart. Then 
the Spaniard fired for the third time, the 
shot falling a few rods astern of us, but in 
a 
* *Use the Hotchkiss!’ commanded Maj. 
Morales. 
“Gunner Michael Walsh who, with his 
crew, had stood by the 12-pounder in the 
bow, heard the command with joy, and 
called out to Capt. O’Brien to swing the 
ship around. In a minute the filibuster was 
almost broadside to the coaster. 
“The latter boomed the fourth time, but 
the smoke had not cleared away before the 
Hotchkiss on our prow belched forth and 
sent a shrapnel shell between the short 
masts of the coaster, squarely over her en- 
nes. The shell did not burst, but the 
paniards seemed paralyzed with fear. Sev- 
eral men on the lower deck opened fire with 
their rifles, and this was followed by a rat- 
tling volley from the line of men on the up- 
pe er deck. The shrapnel shell fired from the 
otchkiss ended the fight, as the Spaniard 
sailed away, firing rockets calling for as- 
sistance. 
“The call for assistance was promptly 


answered, for while the filibuster was swing- 


ing into position to allow the Hotchkiss to 
play upon the enemy, a gunboat double the 
size of the coaster appeared on the port. 
She opened fire with heavy guns, but did not 
have the range. Gunner Walsh rammed 


another shrapnel into the gun on the prow 


and yanked the lanyard. The shell flew 
minty ‘ard t for the gunboat and burst directly 
over It was answered by a still heav- 
ier thunder from the gunboat, returning 
The shot from the Spaniard 
disabled two of the landing boats of the 
filibuster, but no other damage was done. 
The Hotchkiss was again oaded with 
shrapnel, and the next discharge struck the 
cruiser amidships. Then the Three Friends 
put on steam, leaving the warship possibly 
disabled, but at all events s‘lent and de- 
feated, out of sight behind a point-of land.
